Really, it wasn't 
>o long ago. 


The Blue Books were 
standard 


equipment for ear-owning families 
who expected to get farther than 
50 miles from town, along Iho 
ffristcrn seacoast, as late -is 1920. 
Inlling stations were still hazard- 
ously far apart, only a few high- 
ways were numbered, and I don't, 
recall ever seeing an oil-company 
road map in those days. 


What we depended on was a book 


of minutely-described, 
selected; 


tours. Since most roads 
weren't 


numbered the Blue Book described 
the route according lo mileage, 
breaking it down to lOths of a 
mile. 
VIn Ihose days every car's speed 
ometer had two counters, one for 
total and Ihe other for trip mileage. 
You set tho trip-mileage indicator 
at zero to coincide with the Blue 
Book's starling point 
for your 


town — and then started counting 
landmarks, by the book and the 
speedometer. Like this — 


"At 10.6 miles, iron bridge 


with red barn on right. Turn 
left for road to Blanktown." 
« 


O£ course they got out new edi- 
jns of the Blue Book series every 


year. They had to. You traveled 
with an old edition at your own 
peril — for in the lapse of a year 
the state might have relocated thq 
iron bridge, 
and the red barn 


could have been torn down. 


But the Blue Book idea worked.
